WATER FOR THE SOLDIERS 


City 
of Lawton Gives Up System 
for the Military Camp. 


James Arnold Much Improved. 


Fort 
Sill, Ok., 
Sept. 19.—That 
Camp Doniphan might have water, 
and plenty of it, the city of Lawton 
has given up its water system for 
the exclusive use of the military 
camp until a new 24-inch pipe line 
now under construction from Lake* 
Law'tonka to the fort can be com­ 
pleted. 
When Camp Doniphan first was 
proposed as a site for training the 
Missouri and Kansas national guard 
considerable opposition was raised 
in various quarters owing to the 
alleged shortage of water supply. 
The needs of the camp, which Law­ 
ton originally thought the city sys­ 
tem adequate to supply, have grown 
with leaps and bounds. Lawton now 
is more than “doing her bit” by 
using the old city well supply, aug­ 
mented by a campaign of rigid con­ 
servation. 
W ith the new pipe line completed 
the fort will have a supply of pure 
water unequalled and inexhaustible. 
Test wrells also are being dug on 
the military reservation to doubly 
insure the volume. 
One of these test wells dug last 
week to a depth of twrenty-three 
feet encountered water-bearing gra­ 
vel at fifteen feet. 
The flow was 
so rapid at the twenty-three foot 
level that workmen w’ere compelled 
to abandon their task and pumps 
were set to work. 
This well, if an 
underground lake has been tapped 
as is believed, will supply the re­ 
mount station near which it is lo­ 
cated. 
The remount station, now 
under construction, will accommo­ 
date 10,000 horses.
